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AUSTIN 
Things will be a bit different 
here and there, beginning this 
week. Aug. 22 is the effective date 
for most of the hundreds of new 
laws passed by the 1957 Legisla­ 
ture. 
Scores of new laws will affect 
what you can and can’t do from 
now on. Examples: 
1. Manufacture, sale or use of 
dangerous 
fireworks are prohi­ 
bited. 
2. News 
reporters 
cannot 
be 
barred from precinct, county or 
state political conventions. 
3. Parents will be liable for 
property destruction by their mi­ 
nor children. 
4. Garages must report cars 
left over 30 days. 
5. Dangerous substances, such 
as poisons, must be labeled. 
6. Tuition fees at state colleges, 
beginning this fall, will be dou­ 
bled. 
7. Voters will have to return 
to the **scratch” method of mark­ 
ing ballots. No more putting an 
“x’ before the name of the per­ 
son to be voted for. 
8. Lu future special election^ for 
U.S. Senate or Congressman-at 
Large posts, runoffs will have to 
be beld unless one man gets a 
majority vote in the first primary. 
9. No more combination bank- 
ing-insurance companies, such as 
the late U.S. Trust and Guaranty, 
can be organized. 
10. License plates will cost IO 
per cent more from now on to 
provide more money to buy right 
of way for roads. 


NEW AG EN CIES TOO 
Five new state agencies also 
enter the scene. Foremost is the 
new independent securities com­ 
mission which will supervise both 
insurance and general securities 
issue*. It combines functions for­ 
m erly divided between the Secre­ 
tary of State’s office and Insur­ 
ance Commission. 
An adult parole division under 
the Pardon^ and Paroles board 
will set up the state’s first paid 
staff to keep tabs on adults pa­ 
roled from the penitentiary. It ha 
been long sought as a means of 
returning more prisoners to use­ 
ful citizenship. 
A Tax Study Commission will 
oversee an analysis of the state’s 
entire tax structure by the Texas 
Research League. Could eventu­ 
ally lead to a shifting of tax 
burdens — new taxes for some, 
less for others. 
Other new 
agencies 
are the 
Texas Council on Migrant Labor 
and the Texas Historical Survey 
Commission.

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New Fishing Law 


To Benefit 


Texas Fisherman 


A new Sports Fishing License 
Law which increases fishing li­ 
cense fees becomes effective Sep­ 
tember I, 
1957. The additional 
revenue will enable the Game 
and Fish Commission to increase 
its work program 
by 
about 25 
percent and will generally bene­ 
fit Texans 
interested 
in 
better 
fishing. 
The new law states, in effect, 
that it shall be unlawful for any 
person to fish in any waters ot 
this state without first obtaining 
a fishing license, according to Ed 
C o o p e r , 
wildlife conservation 
specialist. 
The exceptions to this law, says 
Cooper, are persons under 17 and 
over 65 years of age; any per­ 
son. or member of such persons 
immediate family when fishing 
upon property he owns or upon 
which he resides; 
and 
persons 
fishing with trotline, throw line, 
or ordinary pole or line having 
no reel or other winding device 
when fishing in the county of his 
residence. No other fishing li­ 
cense shall be required of a per­ 
son who holds a commercial li­ 
cense issued in this state, adds 
the specialist. 
The new law differs from the 
old one in w a y s besides fee 
charge, points o u t Cooper. Un­ 
like the old law, the new one is 
not concerned with the type of 
bait to be used. Another differ­ 
ence is that the license fee is the 
same for Texans and out-of-state 
residents. The new- law which re­ 
quires salt water anglers to be 
licensed and charges a lower fee 
to non-residents, paves the way 
for a reciprocal licensing pro­ 
gram with some of our neighbor­ 
ing states.

Irrigation plays a much begger 
part in I<onc Star agriculture than 
most Texans realize. 
Nearly a half billion acres of 
Texas 
land are now irrigated 
About one-fifth of the crop land 
harvested in the state is irrigated 
land. 
Although many centuries old, 
the practice of irrigation is rela­ 
tively new in the state. There 
were no definite reports on the 
amount of irrigated Texas acre­ 
age until 1940, when less the f»5,- 
000 acres were irrigated. But with 
the advent of larger, more me­ 
chanized farms in recent years, 
irrigation systems have spread to 
all corners of the state. 
Irrigation has fit well into the 
e v e r-changing agricultural pic­ 
ture. It has been the answer to 
problems of drouth,

and cost-price equeeze. and there 
probably isn’t a farmer in Texas 
today 
who hasn’t 
given

thought to irrigation. 
Ib is is no wishful thinking on , 
the farmer’s part — to want rain 
at the right time in the right 
amount. 
Many tanners in 
the 
heavier rainfall sections of Texas! 
are setting up irrigation systems 
for small tracts and increasing 
yields up to 200 per cent. 
Although 95 per cent of the ir-, 
rigated farms are located in just 
78 counties, the scientific princi- j 
pics 
of 
irrigation 
are 
rapidly 
being applied in all areas of the 
state. 
During the past year, numerous 
irrigation climes and demonstra­ 
tions have been held under aus­ 
pices of county agents, Soil Con­ 
servation Districts and irrigation 
engineers and manufacturers. 
Economical, low-cost sprinkler 
systems have been devised for 
use on small bracts. 
Many of 
these operated last summer in 
East and Central Texas. 
All indications point to an even 
bigger role for irrigation in Texas 
agriculture’ future.

When harvesting 
machines

mechanisms are operated in the 
rush of harvest, the chances for 
accidents 
mount 
rapidly

agricul­ 
tural engineer. 
But farmers 
can 
greatly 
re­ 
duce the number of accidents by 
following a few basic safety rules 
during harvest, says Ulich. 
Safe machine operation neces­ 
sitates 
good 
judgment 
and 
a 
knowledge of -the machine. Shut 
off power before cleaning, adjust­ 
ing or lubricating. 
Keep hands 
away 
from 
moving 
parts 
and 
never leave a running 
machine 
unattended. 
When 
moving 
machinery 
on 
public roads, obey traffic 
law s, 
continues the engineer. Warn mo­ 
torists of the slow moving vehicle 
with flags by day and lights and 
reflective material by night. Do 
not allow riders on the machinery 
unless a seat or standing platform 
is provided. 
Do not allow small children in 
work areas unless an 
adult is 
there to watch over them — with 
his full attention — for they are 
often the victims of harvest acci­ 
dents.

August 22 Date 
For New Egg Law 
To Be Effective 
The Texas Egg Law, which be­ 
comes effective August 22, pro­ 
vides that no person can buy or 
sell eggs within this state for sub 
sequent resale without first ob­ 
taining a license from the Com 
missioner of Agriculture. 
The exception to this, says F 
Z. Beanblossom, extension poultry 
marketing specialist, 
are those 
who sell from their own flock am' 
claim no grade; hatcheries which 
buy 
eggs for 
hatching; 
public 
eating places where all eggs pur 
chased are served by the estab 
lishment; 
f o o d 
manufacturer; 
purchasing eggs to be used onl\ 
in their products; agents employ­ 
ed and carried on the payroll o 
a salary basis by persons licens­ 
ed under this act; and any re- 
1 tailer, as defined by law — that 
is, any person selling or offering 
for sale, eggs to consumers in 
this state. 
In order to create a fund for 
the enforcement of the provision^ 
of this act, each licensee shall 
pay a license fee. The annual fee 
for dealers, wholesalers, and pro­ 
cessors shall be determined ac­ 
cording to the average weekly 
volume of the month in which the 
licensensee handled the most eggs 
in the preceding twelve months 
ending on May 31. The proceed 
of such license fees shall be paid 
into the State Treasury by the 
Commissioner of Agriculture in 
a fund known as the Egg Law 
Enforcement Fund. 
The deadline for obtaining li­ 
censes is October 20. Actual en­ 
forcement of the la w'will start 
February 17, 1958.

near 
the top of the world. Many of 
these ships are escorted through 
fields of ice by the Edisto. 
The ships are carrying 300,000 
measurement tons of cargo and 
three million barrels of oil. pe­ 
troleum and lubricants to the nor­ 
thern outposts. 
Gaither is a native of Hondo. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. E. D. 
Gaither, reside at 2109 Ave. E. 
He is married to t h e former
